Evergreens  must  be  dug  with  a  ball  of  earth  left  on  the  roots,  for  if  the  roots  are 
exposed  to  the  air  and  sun  for  any  length  of  time  the  resin,  which  is  the  sap  of  the 
evergreens,  hardens,  and  when  this  happens  the  plant’s  circulatory  system  is  ruined 
and  it  will  die. 

Balled  Evergreens  are  heavy.  A  plant  2  feet  high  will  weigh  30  pounds,  and  they 
can  only  safely  be  shipped  in  strong  heavy  boxes,  in  which  the  foliage  will  not  be  in¬ 
jured  or  the  dirt  loosened  from  the  roots.  Packing  evergreens  for  shipment  is  one  of 
our  heavy  items  of  expense.  If  you  can  come  to  the  Nursery  for  your  evergreens  we 
will  be  able  to  eliminate  this  heavy  crating  cost  and  can  sell  them  to  you  cheaper. 
All  evergreens  sold  at  the  Nursery  and  taken  away  by  the  customer  will  be  priced  at 
a  discount  of  15  per  cent  from  the  printed  prices  after  each  variety. 

Evergreens  cannot  be  shipped  by  parcel  post.  If  ordered  by  express  the  transpor¬ 
tation  charges  are  high.
